On the 16th of May last No.1 Red Wheat 
sold at $1.73, and Standard Spring at $1.30— 
_ showing a decline since then of sizty-one cents 
per bushel on the former, and fifty-five cents on 
the latier grade. The decline during the past 
week was thirieen cents on Winter and fifteen 
cents on Spring.

From half 
past eight, A. ". one o'clock P. M., it rose 
a little over ten feet, a height three feet greater 
than it attained at the f freaaet last year. 

The embankment around the reservoir at the

THE COTTAGE GROVE HOMICIDE. 


The Murderer at Large. 


Among the incidents of the fourth of July, 
published in the Pauss of the 6th 
inst., there was an account of a row and a stab- 
bing case at Cottage Grove. On Saturday 
moruing, the Coroner received information of 
until an y hour on Saturday and then 
expired. 


The ‘name of the devonsed was Frederick 
Webber, who lived upon Hope street, between 
Blue Island avenue and Morgao streets. 

The Coroner summoned the following jury : 
J. A. J, Birdsall, foreman; 8. W. King, Joba 
Lapstein, Ernest Schumann, Joseph Schmitt, 
John Aiken, George Leiger, P, Matthei, L. R. 
Holmes, 8. L. Keller, C. Meier, J. C. Bowen. 
Dr. Gore, the County Physician, held a post 
mortem examination of the body, which re- 
vealed a terrible fracture of the skull, with the 
blood coagulated beneath the wound, and also 
a fracture of the nasal bones. 

The evidence Lefore the jury, who hited not 
yet completed the inquest, but will resume the 
inquiry to-day, is substantially as follows: 

An American, whose name we cannot learn, 
had a number of stereoscopic pictures on exhi- 
in Diehl & Muller’s Garden at Cottage 
Grove. Between five and six o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, when the Gardens were full, some two 
of three men came along and wished to look 
through the glasses without paying. The pro- 
prietor refused them permission and they in 
turn commenced tearing down the stands. 
Webber, who was near by, requested them to 
desist, and they then pitched upon him, One 
of them, a stout fellow, seized a club some seven 
feet long with a piece of iron in the end of it, 
and dealt Webber two blows upon the head with 
it. Two others came up and took the assailant 
away, at the same time Webber fell unconscious. 

A friend of the unfortunate man, Charles , 
Kebler, who was sitting at one of the tables | 
drinking beer, came to his relief and lifted him 
up, receiving several blows and kicks himself. 
Finally several people gathered round. 

The -perpetrator of the deed escaped in the 
confusion. Webber was laid on a bench, and 

Dr. Curtis, who lives in the vicinity of the 

Grrove, sent for and arrived. The Doctor found 

him unconscious and apparently ina dying cou- 

dition. He ordered the wounded man to be re- 

removed to Bergh’s drug store in Carville, and 

after administering an anodyne and applying 

cold water left him. The next day he seemed 

better, and at night was remored to his resi- 

dence on Hope street. Here he attended him 

until yesterday, when Dr. Wagner, the City 

Physician, was called, but could afford the man 

no relief. Several other witnesses are to 

be examined. The deceased was a German, 

about thirty-four years old. He was bora ‘in 

Baden, and left there in 1951 for this country. 

He first settled at South Hadley Falls, Mass., 

and removed to this city in 1958. He leaves a 

wife but no children. His neighbors gave him 

the reputation of being an honest, industrious 

and peaceful man. 

The desperado who committed this diabolical 

deed, and which has now the appearance of a 

wilful and deliberate murder, is at large. 


A Riot.— Thomas Hennesy, who 
claims to be a constable, appeared in the Police 


Court, to answer a charge of disorderly conduct. 


From the evidence gleaned, it appears that 
Hennesy, of whose authority as a constable 
there appears to be, up to this time, some doubt 
went, in company with a Mr. Sommers, landloru 
of a certain house on West Lake street, ten” 
anted by Mr. James Porter, with a landlord's 
warrant to distress for rent, to levy on the 
property in the house. 

Hlennesy first demanded the payment of the 
debt, to this Porter replied that he was unab!< 
to pay mat day, but would on the morrow, 
This proposition was declined, Hennesy 
forthwith commenced to levy on a billiard table 
and balls. Mrs. Alice Porter, an old lady, then 
interfered, and said that the property was not 
theirs,but Hennesy persisted and pushed the old 
lady and she fell, doing her some bodily injury, 
when Ellen Potter came up and ‘entreated Hen- 
nesy not to kill her mother, he took hold of her, 


threw her down and choked her, leaving the 


marks on her throat. Then followed a general 
fight, which was stopped by a constable, and 
Hennesy was arrested. 

The Justice decided to hold all the parties for 
trial on a charge of riot. If Hennesy is a con- 
stable, then all opposition to him was illegal, 
and lays the Porters open to conviction. They 
were ail held for trial in the na wanes Court in 
$300 each. 


A Cuitp Snor.—On morning at 10% 
o'clock, as a boy about two years and-a-half 
old, the son of a woman named Margaret Col- 
lins, was standing on the west sidewalk of Clark 
street, between Jackson and Van Buren, he re- 
ceived a shot from a pistol in the hands of a 
boy aged about 14 years, whose brother keeps 
a fruit stand at 258 Clark street. ‘The pistol 
was loaded with a ball, which passed through 
the fleshy part of the little fellows left arm, but 
fortunately escaped the bone, and although the 
wound is very painful, itis not serious. The 
child felldown when shot; he was picked up 
by a man passing, who carried him into his 
mother’s place, which is in the Charter Oak 
saloon, 268 Clark street. The accident occurred 
on the same block where all the parties reside. 
It is believed to have been unintentional on . 
the partof the boy. He has had the pistol 
tiring it at different times since the “fourth ;”

his pistol with a bullet for mere amusement’s 
sake.

Cracurt Jupes Mayizare.— 
This tribunal on Saturday last was engaged in 
trying a cause, of which the following is a brief 
history ; In January, 1859¢ Wilkinson and Me- 
Gilvra, Attorneys of this city, brought an action 
against Elihu Granger for $1200 due for fees. 
Prior to that time Mr, McGilva had collected 
$500 from the then Sheriff, which he had in his 
hands, the result of an execution in favor of 
Granger, against Isaac Cook. This amount 
wes not paid over to Granger, although the lat- 
ter alleges that he called several times on Mr. 
Mctiilvra, and received promises of payment 
from‘day to day. When the suit commenced 
Granger waited on L. D. Wilkinson, the partner 
of McGilvra,stated the facts and he advised Gran- 
ger not to employ connsel, that he would pro- 
tect him und also agreed to make reasonable 
deductions from the charges of $1200. 

Grunger relied upon that arid paid no attention 
to the suit. MocGilvra without the knowledge of 
Wilkinosn went on with suit and got ajudgment 
| for the fall amount, without allowing the $500 
or making the promised reduction in the bill. 
After the judgment was obtained Granger and 
Wilkinson effected a settlement, and Granger 
executed notes for the balance due Messrs. W. 
and M.. which was considered a satisfactory 
termination to the matter. The notes were trans- 
ferred to Joy & Frisbie by Wilkinson. They 
obtained judgtoent on them against Granger. 
Subsequent to this McGilvra filed a b-ll in chan- 
cery against Wilkinson and Granger to set aside 
the settlement, on the ground that it was unau- 
thorized by him, on which bill there was a decree 
entered setting aside the settlement, and exe- 
cution has issued on both these judgments that 
of Joy & Frisbie, and the original one in 
favor of Wilkinson and McGilvra. 

The action now had in the Circuit is to en- 
voin Wilkinson and McGilvra, Joy and Frisbie 
from collecting the money on the exeeutions— 
on thé ground that the $1200 judgment was 
obtained by fraud, and that by enforcing the 
| collection of both judgments Granger is not only 
compelled to pay the original claim twice over, 
but is not allowed the set off of $500. It is also 
claimed that.Granger waited on the Sheriff and 
notified him not to pay over tle $500 to McGilvra 
all when collected, but he was induced to do so 
on McGilvra’s representation;that he had subse- 
quently obtained full power to collect the money 
from the Sheriff, which was paid over. The de- 
fence claims that the action in chancery in the 
Superior Court is a bar to proceedings in the 
Circuit Court. Messrs. W. R. Camerou and E. 
Martin appeared for Te and McGilvra 
per

Scesrwor Covrr.— Before Judge Van H. Hig- 
gins.—On Saturday in this Court there was tried 
the case of Morse et al. vs. J. W. Davidson, 
ex-U. 8. Marshal for this District. On the 6th 
of July, 1857, the Marshal arrested Bruce & 

Dobson on a capiae fer a debt due Morse & Co., 
amounting to $2,759, but subsequently allewed 
them to leave his custody, whereby it is alleged 
that through the Marshal’s remissness the 
plaintiffs’ lost the collecting of their debt, and 
this action is brought against him for recovery 

of same. The case was not concluded on Sat- 
urday. 

Contempt Case—Arripavits oF Four Jurors. 

—We gave the substance of Born and Wanger- 
sheim’s answer on the charge of tamperiig with 

Jurors in the case of C. Meyer vs. G. Meyer, 
before the Superi(@r Conrt, but neglected to give 
the statement of the jurors, four of whom filed 

aflidavits contradicting the statements of B. and 
W. in essential particulars. 

R. F. Parr, one of the jurors sets forth in his 
aflidavit that he was stopped on the stairs, while 
the case was pending, by Born, who said to him, 
“TI guess the old man is pretty sick now.” This 
was after Born had given his testimony, and 
seen affiant oa the jury. 

The affidavit of A, G@. Lew, une of the jururs, 
states that as he was leaving the court house, 

alter the adjournment of the court, he was ap- 
proached by sorn, who said, “ George, come 
have a glass of beer.” Affiant declined,and left 
Born in the street. 

The affidavit of John M. Williams, one of the 
jurors, sets forth that, after the adjournment of 
the court, July 6, Born overtook affiant at the 
northwest corner of the square, and said to him, 
“That case is a perfect sham; he is imposing 
upon you; and also, “ He pretends to be dread- 
ful sick,” or words to this effect. 

W. P. Comstock another juror, states» that 
at the head of the stairs in the hall Born accost- 
ed affiant, and said, “‘ That old man pretends to 
be very sick ; that after theadjournment of the 
court, on the same day, Born again approached 
affian’, and, laying hand on his shoulder, re- 
marked, “ You have a great case there with that 
old man.” 

These affiants further allege that, from the 

manner of Born, they have no doubt his design 
wus to influence their verdict in the case wa 
were sworn totry. 

The court, upon this showing, ordered te a 
fine of $100 be entered against Born, and 
that he be imprisoned in the county jail for ten 
days.

tant when the sleeping ear will cedse to be an 
attraction on a few roads, or considered a luxu- 
ry by the traveler; it will become a necessity 
and a part of every train over every road in the 
country, when the journey extends through the 
night. To accomplish this desideratum there 
will doubtless be many alterations and some 
improvement, before the end of comfort is ob- 
tained ; but that it will be attained we have no 
fear, for we have an abiding confidence in the 
ingenuity and inventive powers of man. We 
further believe that erelong the system of stop- 
ping at these Refreshment (?) rooms, whose 
motto is “ pay and ring,” and being cheated out 
of fifty cents for a mouthfal of indigestible 
food, consisting of railroad oysters, railroad 
pie and railroad coffee, will be superseded, not 
by the public endorsing Everett’s cheap and 
pasty plan of carrying your own sandwiches in 
your coat tail, but by having refreshments 
served up to you ins car suited to that pur- 
pose, attached to trains, Freshly cooked vict- 
uals can be given without half the inconve- 
nience incurred on a steamboat, in a handsome 
traveling eating saloon, with a portable kitch- 
en attached. This will be tried and ac- 
complished before the Pacific Railroad is com- 
pleted; but now our usiness is to treat of 
another improvement in sleeping cars. 
Some inventor has originated a new and in- 
genious contrivance, by which the ordinary 
railway car seats can be converted into com- 
fortable sleeping berths at night. Phe seat is 
made separate from and independent of. the 
backs and their supports, and in the form of a 
box, so as to carry blankets and pillows there- 
io, and run backward and forward on guides af- 
fixed to the sides of the car. The backs are af- 
fixed to the sides of the cars, and to permanent 
supports on the central aisle. When the car is 
to be arranged for sleeping, the screw pin or 
spring that holds the seat in place during the 
day time is withdrawn, and the seat slides into 
the place oceupied by the passengers legs when 
seated, and the back, describing the area of a 
circle, takes the place vacated by the seat, form- 
ing a continuous plane from end to end of the 
car. Drops from above, like those of a canal 
boat, are let down, hence the backs and seats of 
two adjoining seats furnish beds for two per- 
sons, and the drops from above furnish two 
separate or single beds. In the day time these 
drops are fastened to the ceiling. The advan- 
tages are, that during the day the car can 
searcely be distinguished from the ordinary 
car now in use; the seats can be reversed, as 
is usual in day cars, and passengers relieved 
from riding face to face, as in other sleeping 
ears, when used for day travel; as bulk heads” 
are not necessary, both the view and ventilation 
are unobstructed during the day time, and the 
latter at night.

THE TRIUMPH OF THE OBERLIN RESCUERS. 


Our readers have already beem*advised of the 
utconditional release of the prisoners in the 
Oberlin and Wellington Rescue case. The fol- 
lowing from the Cleveland Piawmdealer of the 
6th inst., will explain the manner in which 
their release was effected. Be it remembered

Horace Greeley left Denver in a private con- 
veyance with a week’s outfit for Utah via Fort 
Laramie, on the 19th ult. 

An immense conflagaration commencad rag 
ing in the Mountain pineries on the 20th ult, It 
originated ou the dividing ridge between the 
Gregory and Jackson diggings, end soon had 
turned huridreds and thousands of acres of pine 
land into an ocedn of fire, that swept away 
everything towards the snow range. A violent 
wind that prevaiied for a few days increased the 
vehemence of the destructive, element. At 
Denver City the existence of the fire was first 
announced by dense volumes of smoke that 
filled the atmosphere from the mountains to 
Cherry Creek. any prospecting parties had 
been cut off from escape and devoured by the 
devastating flames. Suffocated and cindered 
bodies had already been discovered. A party 
of fifteen persons are known to have perished 
by the flames. ‘

Last Saturday the steamer Ploughboy, which 
formerly ran between this point and Port Stan- 
ley, was disabled by an accident to her machin- 
ery on Georgian Bay, and narrowly escaped be- 
ing driven ashore in a storm. The disaster 
would have been a terrible one, as a large party 
of Canadians, consisting of the most prominent 
gentlemen in the province—head officers of the 
government, members of Parliament and many 
others—with their friends and families, wereon’ 
board. The party left Toronto Friday after- 
noon, bound upon a precwe trip to Sault Ste 
Marie. They embarked on the Ploughboy at 
Collingwood, and everything promised a de- 
lightful voyage for the oe compan 
of excursionists. About 4 o'clock Saturday al. 
ternoon, it was discovered that some important 
part of the machinery bad broken, and the en- 
gine was stopped barely in time to prevent an 
instant staving through of the bottom of the 
vessel by the arm the piston rod. The 
Ploughboy was without either mast or sail, 
was rendered pertectly helpless by the acci-

if the weather bad remained calm she would 
have been in no danger whatever; but shortly 
after the mishap the wind comme risivg, 
and through the ater part of the night blew 
almost furiously, drifting the vessel toward the 
much dreaded shore, near Cabot’s head, and al- 
most assuring the terrified passengers and crew 
of adeath amid all the horrors of a wreck.

anchors had caught. They had taken firm hold 
upon the bottom at last, and held the veasel 
there in her perilous position, for twenty-four 
hours, until the steamer Canadian came to her 
relief from Owen Sound, and towed her into 
Collingwood, where she arrived on Monday. 
One of the co y thus describes the shore 
upon which the boat was rapidly drifting when 
was brought to by the auchors. 
Immediately in our front, at the distance of 
but a few yards—so close, indeed, that one 
might literally throw a stone from the ship to 
the shore—was the land. It consisted of asleep 
declivity, thickly covered up to the very sum- 
mit by a dense growth of small cedar and hem- 
lock trees, scattered among which were immense 
masses of broken, jagged rocks, each evidently 
weighing many tons. These trees grew down 
to within about thirty feet of the breakers, be- 
ing then stopped, sometimes by a precipitons 
wall of living rock, at others by immense masses 
of boulders piled upon each other, or scattered 
about in the wildest confusion. 
Beyond these, and still nearer to the shore, 
the rocks assumed a different character, lying, 
with some appearance of regularity, in the form 
of flags, though still interspersed, at uneven 
distances, with huge stones. And it was evi- 
dent, both from the lighter color of the water, 
and from actual optical proof, that this form was 
reserved for a distance of some twenty feet 
urther into the water. The depth must then 
have abruptly increased, for though our ship 
was but its own length from the breakers, our 
anchors were holding in one hundred and eighty 
feet of water.” 
It was a nasrow-escape for all concerned, and 
our northern brethren must feel grateful for this 
deliverance from a calamity which might have 
emptied the highest seats in their government, 
and made sad havoc among the ranks of their

It isa 
well known fact to all farmers that the rust is 
caused by the adherence of the rain, (or in some 
countries heavy dews,) and the rays of a very 
hot sun immediately following, or a continued 
dampness arising from the moistened state of 
the earth, caused by said rain. To prevent this 
adherence of rain to the stalk of wheat is to 
vent the rust. This may be done as fol-

Public Schools in Cook County, 
Editors Press and Tribune: 
Please allow me through your paper to say a 
few words about the schools in our comnty. 
Several times lately I have been asked by 
strangers “ What is the condition of the Pub- 
lie Schools in Chicago,” I can easily answer this 
question, for there are numerous and unmistak- 
able evidences within the knowlege of every 
intelligent citizen that our city public schools 
are in a prosperous condition. This is a cheer- 
ing fact, well known and universally conceded 
by our good citizens; but occasionally there 
‘| comes this question, “What is the condition of 
the public schools in Cook County?” As this 
includes more than Chicagp, it is more difficuld 
to answer, especially is it difficult, since there 
appears to be very little interest manifested by 
any one in the public schools of our county,oat- 
side of Chicago.
